E the government's plan, "Food For Victory" is to succeed, the recent order 
issued by the Office of Defense Transportation will need to be modified. The 
order requires growers to haul full loads to and from market in their trucks. 
Hauling a full load to market is simple but getting a full load for the return 
trip is next to impossible. This order further states that if full loads are not_ 
obtained both ways, the truck shall remain idle. Remain idle while a crop 
rots. The, railroads, already doing a highly commendable job in hauling de- 


fense materials and a good - of the nation's food tonnage, cannot with - 


safety accept this added burden. The Allied Nations, the soldiers in the field, 
the people at home, must be fed. The trucks which growers must of necessity 
use to fully accomplish this purpose should not be forced to remain idle be- 
cause of a "red tape" rule. The trucks used for transporting food are just as 
important, in their way, as the "jeep" or the tank. Growers can cooperate 
with their neighbors for combination eilias to market, they can take full loads 


to town, and they can and must observe the ordinary precautions against — 


excessive tire and motor wear, but they must also be free to get their produce 
to terminal points without becoming entangled in restrictive regulations. Every 
grower should write—wire or call his representative in Congress and demand 
that this recent order No. 5 be modified. 


SWEET NEWS FOR HOME CANNERS 


RUIT growers who have been lying awake nights worrying about what sugar 
rationing would do to their businesses will be relieved to learn that the sugar 
rationing restrictions have been greatly relaxed. The individual home canner 
will under the present regulations be allowed to purchase nine pounds of sugar 
per person in the family unit and one extra pound ‘per person for the packing 
of preserves, jams, jellies, and fruit butters. Thus a family of four will « able 
to purchase forty pounds of sugar for home canning, jams, jellies and fruit 
butters. And to make the picture even sweeter it will be possible to obtain- 


more than the allotted nine pounds if the local rationing board feels that a ~ — 


more ambitious home canning policy is necessary. 
The. United States Department of Agriculture has shown that one pound 
of sugar will adequately can four quarts of finished canned fruit.

TO LABOR SHORTAGE | PS".

Wien an early bloom reported 
for a large number of apple pro.

The early bloom may cause an early 
harvest during hot weather which in- 
evitably causes heavy dropping. Tend- 
ency for the apples to fall, coupled 
with the shortage of orchard labor, 
could create many a difficult picking 
situation in orchards this season. 

' For the fruit grower hard pressed 
by a shortage of orchard workets, 
and by apples which refuse to hold 
on the trees, harvest sprays will give 
substantial help at picking time. Per- 
forming wonders of which growers a 
few syears ago never dreamed, these 
sprays have proved themselves capa- 
ble of holding fruit on the trees for 
periods from a week to. several 
months.

POINTS TO REMEMBER 


By L. P. Batjer, U.S.D.A., Bureau of Plant 
Industry, Beltsville, Md. . 


In order that the maximum bene- 
fit may be realized from harvest 
sprays on apples, the following points 
should be given careful attention and 
consideration : 

Timing of application is probably 
the most important single factor in 
the: success ‘of harvest sprays. Keep 
in mind that the effective period is 
limited and that in order to obtain the 
best results the spray should be ap- 
plied just prior to or at the very be- 
ginning of the harvest drop. Day- 
to-day observation as to the progress 
of the drop on a few typical trees will 
aid greatly in proper timing and will 
pay big dividends in the results that 
are obtained. 

Temperature prevailing during the 
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drying period of the spray is an im- 
portant factor in determining the 
results obtained. Generally the sprays 
are more effective when applied at 
temperatures above 75°F. Applica- 
tions should be made on the warmest 
days possible. If a limited amount 
of spraying is to be done, it would 
seem feasible to apply it during the 
warmer part of the day. If it is found 
necessary to spray at temperatures of 
50° to 70°F., the use of stronger 
sprays than full strength (.001 per- 
cent of active hormone substance) 
would seem to merit consideration. 
Thorough coverage ranks in impor- 
tance with proper timing in determin- 
ing success with harvest sprays. The 
spray must contact the fruit stem.to 
be effective. As in any spray pro- 
gram, the control can be no more 
effective than the coverage given.

Because fruit is in the front 
of foods vital to the health. of the 
nation during the war emergency, as 
well as afterwards, the fruit grower 
must shoulder a double -responsibility 
this season: he must produce the 
largest crops possible to meet the 
needs of our armed forces and that 
of civilians, especially defense work- 
ers; he must also get his crop to 
market without imposing too great a 
burden upon the country’s transpor- 
tation systems, particularly the rail- 
roads. 

The fruit grower knows the an- 
swers to the first part of this prob- 
lem, that of production, and, he can 
help ‘to solve the second part—trans- 
portation—by adopting a “staggered 
system” of shipping his crop to mar- 
ket, instead of merely dumping it 
upon the overburdened railroads. 

A serious transportation shortage 
in this country is no. idle threat. By 
the fall‘ of 1942 the transportation 
problem will be acute. Realization 
of high farm production goals will 
represent a now unknown but cer- 
tainly large new call upon transporta- 
tion facilities. 

Fortunately, as economic experts 
point out, we have in this country by 
far the most efficient and economical 
railroad system in the world. The rail- 
roads have adapted themselves to the 
needs of the war effort with a degree 
of effectiveness hardly equalled by 
any other industry, but even so they 
cannot entirely make up for growing 
shortages of highway transportation, 
nor can they supply our needs for 
ocean going ships. 

If this year’s fruit crops, especially 
the apple crops, are dumped upon the 
railroads without proper planning and 
some system of control and timing of 
shipments, serious transportation de- 
lays and breakdowns may result. 

Fruit growers, as well as all agri- 
culturists, should support all steps to ~ 
improve efficiency in the use of rail- 
way equipment—such matters as 
heavier loading per car, faster loading 
and unloading of cars, more careful 
timing of shipments, and the like. 

It is obvious that with the problem 
of moving the crops facing fruit 
growers and railroads alike, that steps 
should be taken now to arrange stor-

WASHINGTON, D. C.—Truman Nold of the 
National. Apple Institute, announced 

that the annual meeting of the Institute will 
be held in Washington June |9 and 20 at the 
Lee-Sherman Hotel. 


MARYLAND—tLabor supply is generally short 
or limited but spraying is one essential that 
fruit growers are not neglecting. Some grow. 
ers have repaired their tenant houses for 
orchard employees, or have built attractive 
new houses to encourage the men to stay on 
the orchards. 


The number of "soup wagons" in- spraying 


operations has increased, making it possible 
for spray rigs to operate constantly.

KANSAS—The apple bloom on all varieties 
that survived the Armistice Week freeze of 
1940 is surprisingly heavy. Grapes and all 
small fruits are promising the best crop for 
several years. 

The limited allowance of sugar for canning 
is creating alarm in the small fruit districts — 
Geo. W. Kinkead, Sec'y, Topeka. 


GEORGIA—W. E. Leigh, for many years 
active in the United States Department of 
Agriculture, has been appointed manager of 
the Industry Committee of the Georgia Peach 
Marketing Agreement and Order. He is on 
leave of absence from the Florida Citrus 
Commission until Sept. |. The program will 
prevent the shipment of immature peaches in 
commerce and provide for restrictions of 
shipments of inferior-grade and small-size 
peaches. 


MONTANA—The season was about two 
weeks later than last year. Sweet cherry 
blooms suffered no damage and there is every 
indication of an excellent crop. In some dis- 
tricts the early bloom of apples was slightly 
damaged, but a fair crop is anticipated. 

Bush fruits suffered very little if any dam- 
age—Geo. L. Knight, Chief Horticulturist, 
Missoula. 


UTAH—This year's fruit crop promises to be 
definitely short in the stone fruits. Peaches, 
apricots and sweet cherries were injured by 
the cold weather and have also been subject 
to severe Spring frost which has taken con- 
siderable part of the crop. Definite estimates 
are not available at the present time. 

As a result of this injury and the influx of 
considerable military personnel and defense 
workers, the price of fruit in Utah is expected 
to be very good this season.—A. Stark, Sec'y, 
Logan. 


INDIANA—Anticipating the need for addi- 
tional labor to produce and harvest the food 
crops, horticultural organizations and the 
State Farm Bureau are cooperating with their 
local school authorities in the enrollment and 
organization of school boys into a Boy's 
Working Reserve.

The average date of full bloom for 
oi Sosderd apple varieties at Wooster has 
been May 8 for the past 30 years.

A very good apple prospect was reported 
from all sections of the state indicating that 
Ohio could easily have a crop nearly as 
large as that of last year, and it appears 
from blossom prospects that the peach crop 
might develop into 50 to 75 percent of last 
year's crop. In southern Ohio most low 
ground orchards were heavily damaged with 
tender varieties a failure, and this section 
4vill probably not have a crop in excess of 
20%, of last year's heavy crop. 

The cherry crop will probably be somewhat 
below last year’s heavy crop and this situa- 
tion elso prevails with pears.

lL: is reliably estimated that seven 
hours of labor of each two man 
spray crew can be saved by im- 
proved water facilities in orchards. 
On many farms more than one half 
the time of spraying is spent travel- 
ing to and from the trees and in filling 
the tank. Such labor losses are apt to 
be serious in a labor shortage such as 
fruit growers face at this time and 
can be reduced by the installations of 
additional pumping units and a more 
convenient water supply. :Spraying 
which can be carried on continuously 
and progressively through the orchard 
requires in most cases, carefully 
planned piping, numerous soup 
wagons, additional elevated water 
storage tanks and more pumping 
units. The cost of such mechanical 
equipment quickly pays for itself in 
better, more timely spraying and

saving of labor and materials. While 
water conditions in every orchard 
differ, the one essential of adequate 
distribution of water throughout the 
orchard remains the same. 


Tanks: Water where needed in the 
orchard is most conveniently and eco- 
nomically accomplished by the ele- 
vated water storage tank. The size 
of the water storage tank should be 
large enough to hold sufficient water 
for one day’s spraying. In some cases 
where the water supply is small, the 
storage tank will have to be larger 
because the problem of refilling the 
tank will take more time.: The location 
of a tank again depends upon the 
orchard. In general it will be found 
most effective to have the tanks on 
the highest point in the orchard and 
equidistant from all other tanks, or if 
there is no other water storage, in the 
middle cf the orchard. The outlet 
from the tank should be large enough 
to fill the spray rig rapidly. In.some 
cases it may be necessary to pipe the 
water from its source to the tank. 
This may mean a higher installation 
cost but it must be remembered that . 
it is cheaper to pipe water than to 
carry it. 


Type and Size of Pumping Units: 
The pump is the heart of any water 
system and the choice of the pump 
should be made only after careful 
consideration. However, there are 
general rules that should be followed. 
The pump must have a capacity slight- 
ly less than the flow of the water at its 
driest spraying period, The shallow- 
well force pump is probably the most 
common. These pumps are in general

designed for a maximum pressure of 
sixty-five pounds,-and are able to 
raise the water approximately one 
hundred and fifty feet above the 
pump. Shallow-well pumps can be 
obtained in almost any size. The type 
most generally used is the medium- 
sized pump delivering from eight to 
ten gallons per minute. Shallow-well 
pumps will draw water up to twenty- 
two feet, and should not be used 
where the draw is greater. 

The centrifugal pump has a small 
total lift of -water. It will deliver 
water only thirty feet above the pump, 
its suction lift should not exceed three 
feet. This type of pump will deliver. 
large quantities of water at a rapid 
rate. The advantages of the cen- 
trifugal pump are its large capacity 
of water at low lifts and its ability 
to pump muddy water with little wear. 

The deep-well pump must be used 
where the vertical distance to the 
water is more than twenty-two feet. 
Generally deep-well pumps are de- 
signed to pump against a maximum 
pressure of sixty-five pounds, which 
means they can raise water one hun- 
dred and fifty feet above the pump. 
This type of pump will be found to 
be efficient and the kind most usually 
required in orchard water systems. 


Water Holes & Earth Reservoirs: It 
may be possible for the lucky grower 
to dispense with a well and to use.a 
“water hole or to construct an earth 
reservoir... Many orchards are sup- 
plied with water in just such a way 
but ‘this method does present certain 
hazards. In June or,sometimes even 
in May such sources of water are 
liable to dry up. A supply for only 
part of the season is almost as bad 
as no supply at all. However, if the 
water hole or earth reservoir is large 
enough the water supply for. the sea- 
son’s spraying. will be adequate. The 
size of the reservoir must be large 
enough to take care of seepage 
through the ground, or evaporation 
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at the surface, and, of course, to sup- 
ply water for spraying. There should 
also be a surplus for an unusually 
dry year. The correct size of an 
earth reservoir cannot accurately be 


determined because the amount of’ 


seepage varies in different soils. Seep- 
age may vary from one-half to two 
inches in twenty-four hours, or from 
one to five feet of depth in a month. 
Evaporation also adds to the loss. For 
the month of May a good average loss 
woud be four inches, for June about 
five, and July, six. Up to May 15, the 
earth reservoir will be kept full by 
rains, but from the middle of May 
until the harvest season one cannot be 
certain of enough rain to replace the
